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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 7, 8, 19 and 20 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
respectfully agrees with Applicant's arguments on page 9 of her amendment stating that none of 
the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, is seen to teach or suggest the use of a 
bedclothes support assembly comprising the particular structure of a horizontal member of 
unadjustable length at least equal to a width of a mattress, a pair of upright members each having 
an upper end attached to an end of the upper horizontal member and being of equal unadjustable 
height greater than a distance from a lower surface of the mattress to an uppermost point of a 
person's selected anatomical structure to be protected, and a horizontally planar base rigidly 
fixed to and between the lower ends of the upright members in an undajustable vertical 
relationship, as explicitly recited in Applicant's independent claims 4 and 16. With regards to 
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the prior art, most conventional bedclothing support devices comprise telescoping or pivoting 
members in order to accommodate mattresses of different sizes. Since claims 10-12 and 22-24 
were allowed in the previous Office actions filed September 22, 2005 and on April 6, 2006 and 
an updated search of the prior art did not yield any other references pertinent to Applicant's 
claims, it is considered that the application is currently in full and proper condition for 
allowance.
